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REPORT 


OF THE 


Committse Chosen to Consider the Condition of the Highways 
AND OF REPAIRING THE SAME. 





Your committee, chosen to consider the condition of the High- 
ways and of some better method of repairing and keeping them in 
order, are fully aware of the difficulty and burden you have placed 
upon them. ‘They are also aware that the same difficulty that is 
troubling our town has also troubled all towns and municipalities 
for all time in the past, to a greater or less degree, and has proba- 
bly never been solved to the satisfaction of alJ, in any, as yet. 

Good roads, well kept and shaded by trees, are a beauty and an 
attraction to any town, and desirable to all, whether they are used 
by the foot passenger, the light business or pleasure carriage, or the 
heavy truck, and especially to the beast of burden, that faithfully 
performs the task for their master, and should at least receive all 
kindness and aid from an intelligent master and community to 
lighten their burden, as far as possible, instead of cruelty for bee 
ing required to do more than they are able. 

In considering this question, we want to first consider what are 
the first things desired to accomplish our object: 

Ist. We think all will say that our hills and uneven surface are 
the greatest obstacles to overcome. 

2d. Loose and rolling stones in all parts of the highways. 

3d. <A loose, sandy road to drag through, the whole season, or 
a wet, miry road, all through the early part of the season, and of- 
ten after every heavy rain. 

In considering these questions tc a successful result, we are aware 
that circumstances stand apparently in the way. One will ex- 
claim, we have not money to do this or that, or have not time or 
material (which we often hear now). But we are fully convinced 
that a full determination to do a thing has one-half completed the 
object, and that an object as important as our highways, for all 
time, is not only worth, but economy, to do it well. 
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To begin with, some system must be adopted and carried out. A 
faulty system, well carried out, is better than none. To carry out 
any system we must have some man, or men, to do it that have the 
end in their minds from the beginning. Cannot we find such a man, 
or men, and give them a cordial support? Not find fault because 
the first part of their work is not the last—a complete road—as we 
do not know what their plans are for the successful accomplish- 
ment of their object. Your committee would recommend a system 
as follows :— 

1st. Perfect the grade of the roads throughout the town as far 
as possible. In doing this, you should bear in mind that one load 
taken from the top of a hill and put in the hollow at the bottom 
counts us two loads in the accomplishment of the desired object, 
and when once done it is done for all time. Often you will find in 
cutting down our hills the desired material, we have so often la- 
mented the want of, for a good road bed; and with good judge- 
ment these materials may then be used to make the final good and 
durable road bed so much desired from the very first stage of 
your system. We would not have it understood that we propose 
to use all the money on the grade of the road to the neglect of the 
wants for their daily use. We would first go over all the roads 
and put them in good, passable condition, and then go for the 
foundation of permanent improvements. 

2d. Gather all the loose and small stones and put them ‘‘where 
they will do the most good,”—into the road bed—not pile them up 
by the sides of the highways to disfigure and encumber them, and 
encourage the growth of hedge rows, to incur expense for some fu- 
ture time. 

3d. The difficulties, under this head, we think will only yield 
under intelligent and persistent labor. On sandy, level roads, or 
in low places, fill with stones, covering them with a gocd coat of 
loamy gravel, or, on unavoidable hillsides, or on rising grades, 
cover with a good coat of loamy gravel; or, where there is much 
travel, we.would recommend paving as a matter of economy. 

A wet, miry road should be drained as far as practicable, and a 
good covering of coarse, sandy gravel put on it in the fall of 
the year ; or, better still, a good coat of crushed stones with a light 
covering of loamy gravel. You, having committed this matter to 
our hands, leads us to believe you are tired or disgusted with the 
farce witnessed at our annual meetings, in the choice of Road Sur- 
veyors: ‘‘you go for me and I will go for you.” The result is 
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the most of the officers chosen have no ability for the place and 
only want it to get the money without an equivalent, so you see one 
old horse and cart, with three men on the road at work—one to 
load, one to drive and one to level. The man that loads and the 
one that levels smoke their pipes while the horse is away, and the 
one that drives smokes all the time to be industrious. Often the 
surveyor has no cart, but has an old box-wagon, so he has the 
gravel to shovel in and again to shovel out. It matters not, as ‘‘it 
is for the town,” and then they do not work on the road when most 
needed, but when most convenient to themselves. Do you wonder 
that you have no more done for your money? I requires judge- 
ment and intelligence to fix a road properly as well as to transact 
any other business successfully. What would be right and useful 
in one place would be wholly unfit in another. 

Choose a man, (such as you would like to do a job for yourself) 
suited for the place. Give him the entire charge. Let him go 
over the roads and put them in general repair, and then take hold 
of some permanent improvement in one part of the town and when 
that is done go to another; or, if he only completes one in the 
year remember there is one good job done and out of the way, and 
another stands in order. Do not all blame him for not doing the 
one near you, as he cannot do but one at a time. 

We very often find men very anxious to have some part of the 
highway fixed near their home and are willing to do a part at their 
own expense. In all such cases we would recommend that the Se- 
lectmen or Superintendent of Roads be authorized to consider all 
such cases, and if, in their judgement, it will be a public benefit, 
that they allow or pay a part of the expense. | 

Your committee, in considering the situation and circumstances 
of the town, desire to call your attention to another method of ex- 
pending the money upon the highways, which, to us, appears, if 
properly carried out, will result in great benefit to the town: 

The town has a good Farm, which now is a bill of expense, and 
at the same time is growing poorer year after year. Why not buy 
a good team and proper tools and employ a good man to take 
charge? Let him employ three or four men as laborers for the 
season. Let them, at the proper season, take hold and do the 
heavy farm work without delay, and then go on to the roads under 
the direction of the Selectmen or Superintendent, or, if qualified, 
make him Superintendent and consult with the Selectmen as to 
work to be done. If the work is quite distant from the farm and 
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requires a considerable time for its completion, a movable shanty 
could be provided for the team and the provender carried from the 
farm, or temporary quarters provided from some near. resident. 
The inmates of the house who are incapable of any heavy work, 
under proper care and management would take pride in doing all 
the chores of the farm, and show their satisfaction by showing you 
how nice ‘‘our things are kept,” thus enabling our unfortunate citi- 
zens to feel they are not wholly a burden to themselves and town, 
but helpers. There is no remedy to poor discontented minds equal to 
having ‘‘something to do” and haying it ‘‘ours.” Then, by keep- 
ing a good team and tools (which now you can hardly find in the 
whole town) you are provided with things ready to do any job 
that presents itself, to the best advantage. Further by keeping — 
the team on the farm you are going to improve it in a few years so 
as to produce nearly all you want from its proceeds. Thus, in- 
stead of its being a bill of expense, it will be a source of income 
and a ready means always at hand to do your own bidding. Be- 
tween the highways and the Farm there need not be an idle day 
from the beginning to the end of the season, and these men are 
employed to give their whole time and interest to the town. 

Your committee do not profess any skill as road builders (hav- 
ing had no experience) but a little observation of things in general, 
and kuowing well from their experience in other business, the advan-. 
tage of some system well carried out, think it will apply equally well 
in the successful repair of the highways. While wondering at our 
appointment, when so many others of better qualifications are 
passed by, we attribute it to the usual way of choosing town offi- 
cers—taking those first thougbt of, or those wishing the office for 
certain objects to themselves, without the least thought of their 
qualification for the place. And then you wonder why your af- 
fairs are not more successful. Your committee have no apology 
to make, but trust their crude and hastily written report which 
they present, embodying their thoughts upon the subject, may lead 
to such consideration as the subject demands, and result in a de- 
cided improvement in our ‘‘ways.”
